GENERAL LAWTON'S REPORT. 


POOR REEF AND WATER. 


Santiago Never So Healthful a» at 


Present Time. 


New Tork, OctTTS—Brigadier Gen- 


eral H. W. Lawton of the military de- 
partment of western Cuba arrived in 
this city today accompanied by his 
aides. The general who has 
been 


granted a leave of absence of 60 daya 
on account of 111 health, looked fairly 
well and said his voyage had done 
him good. He will go to New Haven 
this evening and will start for Wash- 
ington tomorrow. 
He will make an 


extensive report on the condition of 
affairs In his department. 


The United States transport Mich- 


igan with a party on board arrived j 
last night at quarantine but owing 
to a southeasterly, gale it was im- 
possible for the health officers boat 
to get alongside. On the word of the i 
surgeon aboard, the Michigan was i 
permitted to go ahead. She anchored 
off Liberty Island an hour later. 


Speaking of the condition of affairs 


in Santiago and other 
portions of 


eastern Cuba General JJawton said: 
"The general situation is goAd and 
General 
Wood, now in charge, is 


rushing sundry work to completion 
as fast 
as possible. 
People down 


there claim that in the history of 
Santiago the city was never so clean 
as at the present time. 


"There Is a business revival there 


also and confidence among business 
men has almost been completely re- 
stored. Capitalists are now investing 
money and people have accepted the 
United States government with the 
utmost confidence." 


When asked about the feeling In 
general about annexation the gen- 
eral looked quizzically at 
his ques- 


tioner and said rie was not prepared 
to talk about the matter Just now. 
Continuing 
however, 
the 
general, 


said: "The great trouble la that the 
Cubans have an army. However, the 
great majority of the Cuban troops 
are anxious to disband. I was for- 
turate in having portions of the 
Cuban army under me and was on In- 
timate n.nd most friendly terms with 
Gen. 
Calixto Garcia. This friendship 


brought about a very much better 
state of feelins between the Ameri- 
can troops and those .in Garcia's com- 
mand than existed before. 
No seri- 


ous breach of the peace and no rob- 
beries have been reported In eastern. 
Cuba. Many Cuban soldiers are grad- 
ually leaving the army and returning 
to civil occupations."

Witness to oner Condemnatory 


Evidence. 


Jacksonville. Oct. 19.—The evening ses- 


sion wss given lip to Colonel Jones and 
others of the Second South Carolina in- 
fantry. Colonel Jones complained about 
the'fresh beef, about the location of the 
camp as swampy and about the water. 
He said that of S3i men in the regiment, 
186 were sick and about two-thirds of 
these were typhoid cases. He thought 
that other regiments were just as badly 
off. 


General Wilson and Captain Howell, 


who investigated the selection of Fer- 
nalidlna as a cam*, reported their ap- 
proval of the selection. They made spe- 
cial inquiry into the i«port that the camp 
had been located there for the purpose of 
enhancing the value o£ land owned by a 
son of Secretary Alger, groins through 
the county record as part of their work. 
They failed to find his name in any of 
theae documents, and thc'r investigation 
convinced them that he hat! never ow-ned 
any reel estate in that vicinity, or had 
been in any .way interested in any- 


Coionel Oliver E- Wood, chief commis- 


sary at Camp Cuba Ijlbr?, under General 
Lee, was before the commission at its 
afternoon session. He said that he had 
occupied this position since May 21, and 
he had been able to meet all requisi- 
tions made upon him for supplies, and 
there had never been any lack of them. 
As a rule also the Quality was excellent, 
about 190,000 pounds of bacon had spoiled, 
and therefore ordered destroyed. There 
had also been-weevils in some of the Hard 
bread, but It had never been issued when 
found to be bad. AH the fresh beef was 
brought to the camp in refrigerator care. 
In cases where the meat was not good 
the contractors had replaced It without 
requiring official condemnation; yet it 
v«s necessary either to coolc re?;";:>.::•.-• 
tor meat, or put It on ice in order •.•;- pre- 
vent Its spoiling in this climate. Ca:.inel 
Wood read a letter he had -.vritten to 
General Ivee in response to a c-r:nipiaint 
made by Colonel W. J. Bryan concernirg 
the beef. In this letter he said that if 
beef was spoiled it was generally rjue to 
the almost criminal negnsre.^ce cf regi- 
ment and company officers. He said 
also in the letter that the beef must be 
inspected when Issued; that this inspec- 
tion must be final, and after this no com- 
plaints could bc^fntertalned. 


Captain Chauncey V. Baker, chief 


quartermaster, aald that he hail been in 
Jacksonville from tb.e beginning of the 
camp on the 21st day of May. He said 
that when ht- arrived tfi« command was 
short of a!! kinds ef stores, and he had 
been unable in the beginning to meet all 
requisitions for supplies when made by 
•the reginwnte as they arrived. 
There 


had, for instance, been some trouble in 
securing tentage. There was also short- 
age in clothing, and In most cases he had 
asaumed the responsibility of making 
purchases; and his course was after- 
wards approved. The first clothing re- 
ceived .was not of good quality, but It af- 
terwards improved. The men were, as a 
rule, glad to get anything, and there was 
no complaint. Captain Baker said that 
he attrtbuted^whatevcr delay had' been 
experienced to the necessity of equip* 
ping BO large an army In so brief a time. 
Explaining General Lawton's selection 
of the first camp here, the witness said 
It was due to the fact that the railroad 
company could offer facilities, and to the 
additional fact that water could be se- 
cured conveniently. The site was low, 
and the men were moved when the rainy 
season began. General Lawton had ex- 
pected the troops to be ordered almost 
immediately to Cuba, and this circum- 
stance controlled him entirely in the se. 
lection of the situ for the first encamp- 
ment. 1(3 said that the volunteer regi- 
mental quartermasters all worked hard 
to learn thatr buslncee, and their service 
had been satisfactory. 


Colonel Curtis Guild, Jr., Inspector 


general of the corps, tesufled that he had 
been on duty In Jacksonville since June 
1, He had made an early morning In- 
spection of the camp each day with re- 
gard to sanitation, and he knew this had 
been the custom of others In his depart- 
ment. He had also Invented a form of 
weekly report which had given excellent 
satisfaction. Colonel Guild eatd he had 
found tlie ofiluers ttt the volunteer forces 
willing to accept suggestions. He had 
made frequent inspections of the hospi- 
tals. In the beginning there was a lack 
of government, supplies for these Instl- 
tutloM, but the deficiency had been sup- 
plied by the Red Crou. The witness tes- 
tlfled te the devotion of the medical de- 
partment, and Instanced the taat that In 
the recent cyclone here not a single hos- 
pital tent had keen blown down. In some 
Instances entire brigades turned out to 
prelect the hospitals and hold them 
down. 


Colonel Guild mentioned some cases In 


which coeds had been received In poor 
condition. In one case a large lot of 
canned beef had been received which wai 
putrid, but the contractor* had replaced 
It with acceptable goods.

Chicago, Oct. 19—Today came the 


spectacular* and crowning glory of the 
week, being a monster parade of 30,- 
000 men. It took four hours for It to 
pass a given point. The streets were 
sally decorated but the rain poured 
steadily with a cold damp wfhd blow- 
ing from the lake. This made little 
difference in the column of marchers 
or the immense crowd of spectators. 
The police arrangements were, per- 
fect. 


President McKinley, Generals Miles, 
Shatter, Cnafrce, Secretary Wilson, 
the Chinese and Corean ministers and 
many others* reviewed the 
parade. 


There was great enthusiasm when the 
military and naval divisions marched 
past. The First infantry showed the 
effects of their sickness at Santiago. 
They evoked great cheering, as did 
also the Seventh Illinois and the naval 
reserves from the Oregon.

Washington, Oct. 19.—In view of the 


fact that at noon Tuesday, with the ac- 
quisition of the Island of Porto Rico by < 
the Untied States, about 800,000 inhab- 
itants of that Island lose their Spanish 
citizenship, the question SB to what 
shall become of these people politically 
becomes of Importance. 


Madrid advices report that leading 


citizens In Perto Bioo have already 
taken steps te become naturalized as 
United States citizens. This Is an error, 
for existing law provides no way in 
which this change of citlscnsblp can be 
effected by the residents of the Island. 


Inquiry Into this subject at tine state 


department discloses the fact thatcon- 
ereas will probably be called upon by 
the president to confer citizenship upon 
the Porto Rlcans In the some act as that 
which must be passed to provide a 
stable form of government for the 
Island.

Washington, Oct. 18.—The govern 


ment Industrial commission decided 
yesterday to adjourn until Nov. 16, when 
active work will begin. The members 
organized by the election of Senator 
Kyle as chairman, ex-Representative 
Phillips of Pennsylvania as first vice- 
chairman and Representative Gardner 
chairman of the home committee on 
labor, as second vice-chairman.

make recommendations for remedies;

Meteor Out Inor««e» iti Bulk Tea 


ThvvmaBd Toiaa Every Year. 


As people grow old they usually grow 


stouter, and in this respect our planet I* 
very human Indeed, for the earth U grow- 
ing stouter and heavier every year by some 
10,000 tons. 


The food on which our planet IB thne 


fattening herself consists of meteors or 
shoottiif stars. Though w* have only one 
gnat shower of shooting stars—in Novem- 
ber—still every day tho earth Is crossing 
the paths of meteors and catching shoot- 
ing stun in her atmosphere, which acts a* 
a net. Shooting stars are pieces of stone, 
varying in site from a marble to a paving 
stone, revolving round the sun The earth 
attracts them by her weight, and they 
rush toward us at a tremendous speed, 


On plunging Into the atmosphe • they 


become heated by the friction they en- 
counter, aqo so become white hot and are 
finally driven off Into gas 
Every mlnnte 


the earth is being subjected to this fusil- 
lade, though most of the meteors are too 
small to be seen by the naked eye. The 
gas condenses Into dust, and slowly sinks 
to the earth 
At the very lowest estimate 


400,000,600 meteors fall into onratmos 
pher* every day, or over 140,000,000,000 
a year 


The dust Into which all these shooting 
stars are dissolved sinks to the earth, and 
If the •Kit of each meteor weighs but a 
single grain this amounts in the aggregate 
to »B,000,000 pounds, or 10,000 tuna. By 
this amount the earth increases every year, 
and as she never parts with a single grain 
she is growing rapidly heavier But large 
as it may seem In the mass it Is really a 
trifle compared with the weight of the 
earth 


If this annual Increment of meteor duitt 


were spread evenly over the entire surface 
of the earth, It would form a layer less 
than one hundred millionth part of an 
Inch In thickness —Pearson s Weekly

The towns and 
cities in these countries are clean and 
well kept, and the people are of, a high- 
er intelligence than those to be found in 
Cuba. I would not care to return to Cu- 
ba, nor did I meet any Americans there 
who wanted to stay. They were all of

DP. Charles T. Newkirk of Bay City, 
Mich., who was appointed assistant 
acting surgeon to the regular army and 
went to Santiago to treat the soldiers 
who were suffering with yellow fever, 
in which disease he is an expert. Dr. 
Newkirk arrived from Cuba a short 
time ago and went to Washington to 
confer with the authorities there. He 
was also obliged to return home on ac- 
count of his health, which had become 
much impaired by the hard work in the 


found. About SO per cent of the popu- 
lation !• composed of the natives, who 
are as far from being civilized as our 
Indian** were at the time of the dis- 
covery of the country by Columbus. Of 
the native population not more than 7 
per cent can read and write. T'hey are 
slovenly and wilt not work. They con- 
stantly surround the American army 
headquarters to obtain food, and it is 
difficult to get them to work as long as 
food and clothing, of which they wear 
little, art* supplied to them.

rived every hour In the day Inquiring 
for the men 'of the different regiments.' 
We would frequently have to reply that 
they were dead and had been burled in 
our little cemetery, which soon grew to 
alarming proportions. The suffering was 
fearful and was caused in; a great meas- 
ure by our inability to obtain ice. One 
who has not been oh the scene cannot 
understand It or know of the tortures 
these poor fellows went through. 
It 


was heartrending to hear the heat 
stricken soldiers coming from the front 
in ambulances and on litters beg for ice 
or something cooling, and It was hard 
fur us to know that it could not be had. 


"I sincerely hope the boys of the 


United States army will never have to 
pass through such an ordeal again. 
There was never an army assembled 
better than the one sent to Santiago. It 
was composed of well educated men, 
and, while the majority of them were 
used to every comfort and luxury, they 
never complained of the hardships. 


"The vermin near the camps, and, for 


that matter, everywhere, made existence 
almost insufferable. Insects of all kinds 
annoyed the men almost to the point of 
madness. They came In swarms from 
the waters of the pond and the sur- 
rounding country. It was Impossible to 
get rid of them, and between them, the 
ravages of the fever and the excessive 
heat life was anything but a holiday. 
There were any number of scorpions, 
land crabs and tarantulas, and they 


hospitals and by an Attack of the fever. 
Judging from the description given by 
the doctor of what he saw and had to 
contend with very little nas been pub- 
lished as to the real hardships with 
which our troops had to cope. 


It should be mentioned in passing 


that Dr. Newkirk was once surgeon 
general of the united armies of Brazil 
and was twice decorated by the late 
Doni Pedro, who was then empsror. 


In speaking of Santiago, Dr. New- 


Itirk said: "I believe that city to be the 
dirtiest spot in the world, and, while 
some improvements have been made to 
it since the American troops have been 
In charge, it is unsafe to live there. 
There is no sewerage in the place, and 
the streets abound in filth. The Ameri- 
can officers have caused them to be 
cleaned, but it is absolutely impossible 
to keep the place in a habitable condi- 
tion and to make it healthful. 
The 


sidewalks are narrow, and the earth ia 
permeated with the accumulated dirt 
of four centuries. Disease lurks in ev- 
ery Corner, and the only way the place 
could be made tenable would be to de- 
stroy the cfty and, rebuild it on modern 
plans. The harbor is one of the most 
beautiful in the world and from the 
deck of a steamer looks like a garden 
of Eden. The city Is hfdden behind the 
high hills, which are covered with dark 
green foliage and surrounded by the old 
grayatone fortresses which have stood 
the tempe*ts and the heat of centuries, 
The bay has a lone sweep and la a 
grand sight, but here the beauties' end. 
Chaparral Is the name of the tree that 
grow* In abundance on ihe hiliw. It 
requires no cultivation, and If it did It 
would not get it from the native*, for 
they are an indolent lot. While the bay 
and harbor are grand the city detracts 
from the general beauty. Most of the 
houses have been built many centuries, 
and most of them show the wear of 
time. The houses are painted green, 
•ad but few other colors are to be

battle. 
The Spanish officers are gen- 


tlemanly and kind and have assisted in 
every way possible to relieve the suf- 
fering of the people. When the Cu- 
bans left Santiago previous to the sur- 
render of the place, their suffering and 
misery were terrific, especially among 
the young children and infants. There 
was no milk to give them and very lit- 
tle food. They died in large numbers. 
The adults seemed used to privations. 
Thoroughly civilized people like our 
own could never have stood the hard- 
ships. There was more malarial fever 
than any other. It was of a. malignant 
tyre, and when U did not destroy life 
entirely it left It* victim* wrecks, and 
only the best car* under most favoraM** 
conditions can restore their health. All 
the suffering was not confined to San- 
tiago, however. It wan 4)*o to be found 
among the troop* in the camps away 
from the city. 


"We arrived at Slboney in July with 
a number of traln«d nurses and physi- 
cians and started In to relieve the suf- 
fering. 'The sight* we met were be- 
yond description, W» carried * num- 


ed by Major Gargis, who also got sick 
and had to return to the United States. 
It was an up hill fight, and one by one 
the physicians were IncapauHuU;;! mull 
I was the only one left. The work was 
of an awful character, and It played 
havoc with the nervous nystem. Our 
hospitals Were up in the hills and near 
a lake whose polluted water* caused a 
great deal of -the malaria. Why, you 
could taste the malaria in the heat 
laden air. But It was the best place for 
our purpose that could ber found In that 
section. We had not yet taken Santiago. 
The heat was intense, and it was dan- 
gerous to gn out In the eun< Yet the 
death rate from sunstroke was extreme- 
ly sinall.

"Americans have been in the clvillz- 
ng business a long time and have had 
some very satisfactory experiences, but 
it is my belief that we will never be 
able to civilize the Cuban* or make 
their country habitable."

male nurses. The land crabs would 
strut Into the tents with all ttie airs and 
dignity of a major general, and when 
you kicked them they would fall to 
pieces. The crabs were harmless, but 
they were annoying. The tarantulas smd 
scorpions would get into the beds, and 
a careful watch had to be maintained to 
keep the sick from being bitten or stung 
by them. Numbers of the men refused 
to go to bed on that account. 


"A great many of the -sick were long 


Without attendance. They presented a 
fearful Bight. Some were BO weak that 
they could not get to the hospitals and 
were found lying along the road* and 
in the woods, where they had crawled to 
escape the scorching raya of'the sun. 
Some were found in a semiconscious 
state, while others Were delirious. Their 
mouths, eyes, noses and ears were filled 
with gusanos, a specie* of maggot, 
which crawled into them .as. the men 
lay prostrate. Such of them .as had 
been exposed to the element* any length 
of time had the flesh eaten away about 
their mouths, noses and ears by these 
insects. 
• 
"We had medical supplies In abun- 


dance, and I believe everything wa* 
done by the medical department to fur- 
nish us with everything needful. There 
was a friendly rivalry between the sur- 
geon* In charge of the different hos- 
pitals to see which Would have the 
lowest death rate, and everything that 
could be thought of for the relief of the 
•tck and wounded was done. It wa* a, 
happy day when we took our charge: 
to Santiago and ended thia dark chap- < 
ter In the Hlapano-Amerlcan war. Guy 
Poole, a brave young lad from Bay City, 
Mich., waa the last man to die in the 
camp. When we moved, property worth 
many thousands of dollars was destroy- 
ed by the government to prevent the 
spread of disease. 


"It 1* greatly to be regretted that the 


American boy* did not take better care 
of themselves in th* tropical climate. 


They Tell of Goo* Times. 


Diamond dealer* say that the condi- 


tion of business in this country may be 
correctly gauged by the volume of the 
importation of precious stones from 
abroad. 


When times are good, the demand foe 


diamonds is large; when times are bad, 
the stones, being a luxury, are les* in 
demand, and the importation of them 
correspondingly decrease*. 


Just at present there I* a largely in- 


creased demand for diamonds, and If 
there be any merit in the claim made 
in the saying quoted then this should 
be an Indication of good times ahead. 
The treasury bulletin recently issued in 
Washington corroborates distinctly the 
claim of enlarged importations of dia- 
monds. Here are the figures for the 
two fiscal years ending July 1 of 1897 
and 1898 of diamond importations into 
the United States: 1897, 91*985,810; 1898, 
$6,955,789. 
The increase of importa- 


tions of diamonds is, however, not the 
only one in the line of "decorative Jew- 
elry," so to speak. The Importations for 
the two years of other precious stones- 
rubies, sapphires, 
emeralds, 
pearls, 


opals, etc.—are as follows In amount: 
1897, 
$1.573,788; 1898, $3,440,076. 


Tk«,;. two-, chief foreign ports from 


which diamonds are sent to this coun- 
try are Amsterdam and Antwerp. From 
Great Britain a considerable amount of 
jewelry Is exported to the United States, 
but much of it cornea from England in 
transit, particularly from Switzerland, 
a country having few direct trade rela- 
tions with the United States. In the 
fiscal year of 1894, following the depres- 
sion caused by the financial disturb- 
ances of that year, the export* of jew- 
elry to the United States fell off one- 
half in amount. The eacportations of 
French jewelry fell off two-thirds and 
from Holland four-fifths, but the losses 
sustained in the amount of the exports 
have been more than covered this year, 
as the treasury figures show- 


The largest country of export of un- 


cut diamonds to the United States la 
Holland, and England follows through 
the development of the diamond inter- 
ests in Africa. 


A Stranarct Prison. 


A party of scouts from the stations 


on Bledsoe's creek, in Sumner county.

As they prepared to camp 
late one winter afternoon Captain Jen- 
nings, who was of the number, started 
out to kill a buffalo from a herd which 
was near by. There was a heavy aleet 
on the ground, and he found it difficult 
to get in good range on account of the 
noise of his feet on the crackling Ice, 
but after following the game for several 
miles he at last killed a very large bull. 


Fearing'that the meat might be In- 


jured if left until the next morning, he 
skinned the animal and took out the 
viscera. By the time he was done night 
had come, and he decided to remain 
with his quarry instead of seeking camp 
in the darkness. So, wrapping the huge 
hide around him, flesh aide out, he lay 
down and slept very comfortably until 
morning. On waking he found himself 
tightly imprisoned in the hide, which 
had frozen hard and now restate* all 
his efforts to escape. 


Hour after hour rolled by in agony to 


the captain. He yelled at the top of hi* 
voice for help and strained and kicked 
with all his might at the rawhide in- 
closure, 'but it proved stubborn to the 
last degree. He doubtless swore many 
a bitter oath, for he was of too Iraecible 
a temperament to submit tamely. He 
expected hie companions to search for 
him,

Jewelers and others ~who sgnd rings 


and other fragile articles through the 
mails should enclose them In paste 
uoard boxes instead of in letter en- 
velopes as 
is 
usually 
done 
The 


mailing clerk cannot fetop to examine 
letters to see if they contain anything 
of this sort and In going through the 
stamping machine the articles arc 
liable to be broken or the envelopes 
may be broken and the articles lost 
There waa some danger of this when 
the stamping was done by hand, but 
now that it IB done with a machine 
Into which the letters arc fed very 
raoldly the danger is much increased 
People sending such things by mail 
will do well to bear this in mind and 
avoid the risk of loss or damage by 
using boxes Instead of envelopes.
